All, all, cucn thoſe 
that paſſe to and fro, and for all this, Regard nei 
cher him nor his Paſſion. 

The ſhort is : It was we, that forourſinnes, 
our many, great, and grecuous {innes, (Si fut- 
rit ficut ) the like whereof neucr were) thould 
haue {wetthis Sweat, and haue cryedthis Cry ;

Which bringeth home this our text to vs, e- 
uceninto ourowne boſomes ; and applicth it 
molteſfectually, ro methar ſpeake, and to you 
that heare, ro cucry one of vs ; and that with 
the Prophet Nathans application ; Tu es homo, 2 Sam.12.7, 
Z Thouartthe Man, cuenthou, for whom God 
' in his flerce wrath thus afflicted him. Sinne 
' then was the cauſe on our part, Why wee, or 
ſomeotherfor vs. 
| Bur yet, what was the cauſe why He on his ;. 
| art ? what was thatthat mooued him thus to ©2225 
I [Coe our Surety, and to take vpon him our 
debt & danger ? tharmooued him thus to lay 
downe his Soule, a ſacrifice for our ſinne? 

Sure, Oblatus eft quia ooluit, faith Eſay againe, Ef 53.7 
Offered he was for no other cauſe, but becauſe 
hewould.For vnleſſehe would, heneeded nor: 


Needed not, forany neceſhity of Iuſtice ; for no 
| Lamb 
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Lamb was cucrmore innocent : Not for any 
neceſlity of conltraint ; For twclue legions of 
Angells werereadyat his command : But, be- 
caule he would. 

And why would hee 2 No reaſon canibe gi- 
ucn, but, becauſe hee Regarded vs : (Marke 
that reaſon.) And what were we? Verily, vtterly 
vaworthy cuenhis leaſt regard ; not worth the 
raking vp, not worth theJooking after. Cumiuis 
mici eſſemus, (faith the Apoltle)we were his ene- 
mies when he didir ; without all deſert before, 
and without all regard afterhee had doneand 
fuffredall this for vs: and yer he would Regard 
vs, thatſo litrle regard him. For when he ſaw 
vs (a ſort of forlorne ſinners) Non privs natos, 
quam damnatos, Damned as faſt as born,as being 


by nature children of wrath, and yer ſtill hea- 


ping vp wrath againſt the day of wrath; by the

Ourbeneftby Yet haue we notall weſhould. For, what of 
nottors? all this? What good?Cwi bono ? That, that is it in- 
dced that wee will Regard, ifany thing : as be- 
ing matter of Benefit, che only ching i ina man- 
ner the world regardeth, which bringeth vs a- 
bourto the very tirlt words againe.

Now whatſocuer elſe, this (Lam ſure) is a 
Non ficut : as that whichthe eye, by all it.can 
(ec; the eare, by all ircan heare; the heart by all 
it can conceiue,cannot pattern it, or ſet the like 
by it. Pertaines notthis vato vs neither?Is not 
this worth the regard ?. Sure if any thing bee 
worthy theregard, thisis molt worthy of our 
very worthiclt and belt regard. 

Thus haue we conſidered and ſeene, notlo 
much as in this fight we might or thould, bur 
as much asthe time will giue vs leaue. And 
now, lay all thcſe before you, (cuery one of 
them a Non ficut of it felfe) the paines of his 
Pody,cltecmed by Pilates Ecce ;theſorrowes of 
his Soule, by his ſweat in the Garden ; the 
comfortleſle eltate. of his ſorrowes, by his cry 
on the Croſſe + And withtheſe, his Perſon, as 
being the Sonne of the greatand Eternall _—

Asif hee ſhould ſay : Rarethings you 
regard, yea though they no wayes pertaincto 
you ; thisis exceeding rare,and will you not re- 
gardit? Againe,thingsthar neerely touch you, 
you regard,though they be not rare at all ; this 
roucheth you exceeding neere, cuen as neere 
as yourfoule toucheth you, :n:] will you nor, 
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mooue you ? will not both theſe together 
mooue you ? what will mooue you? will Pity, 
Heere is Diſtreſſe, Neuerthe like : will Duty: 
hereis a Perſon,neuerthelike : will Feare? here 
is wrath, ncuer the like : will Remorlſe? heere 
are {1nnes,neuer the like : will Kindneſſetheerey 
is Loue,neuer the [ike : will bounty 2 heere are 
Benefits, neutr thelike : will all theſe 2 heere 
they be all, all aboucany Si, all in the high- 
clt degree.

Truely, This ſo paſſionatea Complaint may 
mooue vs ; it mooucd all but vs : For molt 
ſtrange of all it is, thatall the Creatures in hea- 
uen &earth, ſeemed to heare this his mourne- 
full Complaint,and in their kind, to ſhew their 
Regard of it : The Sanne in heauen ſhrinking 
in his light : cheearthtrembling vnderir ; the 
very [tones cleauing in ſunder, as if they had 
ſenſeand Symparthie ofit:and {infull men one- 
ly, not mooued with it.
